Bru mfield was a sop ho­ 
more in the Knightstown high 
school and Pratt is a ju nior. 
According to Pratt, they had 
borrowed the rev olv er from Don­ 
ald Miller, another friend, and 
were walk ing ou t the railroad 
track s intending to shoot rab­ 
bits. They had alternated in fir­ 
ing the rev olv er at v ariou s ob­ 
jects when the gu n jammed and 
the wou nding of Bru mfield took 
p lace. 
Pratt sou nded an alarm and 
assisted1 in getting the wou nded 
boy to the office of Dr Call. 
Whether Bru mfield m a d e a 
statement to the p hy sician was 
not immediately rev ealed p end­ 
ing an inv estigation by Ralp h 
Niblock , cou nty coroner. Dr. Call 
wou ld not cohiment, asserting he 
wou ld mak e his statement to the 
coroner.

Mrs. Anna Mae Webster, his 18- 
y ear-old widow, who was tak en 
to Mt. Orab from the Ru sh 
cou nty jail, where she had been 
held in defau lt of $25,000 bond 
as a material witness to the 
sheriff’s mu rder. Fiv e men from

the body . 
Abou t fifteen 
officers from 
Hamilton, Brown and Clermont 
cou nties, Ohio, and Bert Os- 
bor ne , local assistant, a nd 
Forrest Hu ntington, Indianap o­ 
lis detectiv e engaged by the local 
sheriff’s office to track down 
Webster, su rrou nded the down­ 
town home of Vernie Armen­ 
trou t, alias Shafer, rep u ted Mt.

New York — Children get lost 
in New York just like needles in 
a haystack.

and almost hop eless for awhile. 
But it seldom is th at bad. 
Usually some level-headed in­ 
dividual thinks to call a p olice­ 
man to take care of the child.

It was from there that he like­ 
ly made contact with Armen­ 
trout, who had been an associate 
of Webster’s for some time. Mil­ 
roy men, taken to Mt. Orab for 
identification purposes, also were 
confronted with Armentrout and 
some of them stated that they 
had seen him in Milroy last 
summer.

PROHIBITION IS NOT NEW! 


We may think that prohibition is practically a 
new thing since we have had it only a few years 
and the popular supposition is that we invented 
it on a large scale, but that is not a fact. 
England went through a period two centuries 
ago that was very strikingly like our own today. 
Bootlegging, illegal distilling, raids, graft, speak­ 
easies, wet versus dry arguments and ail the oth­ 
er m anifestations of prohibition were then rife 
in that country. 
Sir John Jekyll was the Volstead of Eighteenth 
century England. His law was unlike ours of to­ 
day inasmuch as it barred gin, the one cheap 
drink of the day, from the masses, while permit­ 
ting the sm all minority of aristocratic class to 
have its wine unmolested. 
The English prohibition law prohibited the sale 
of any brandy, rum, whiskey or other distilled 
or spirituous liquors, mixed or unmixed, in any 
less quantity than two gallons without paying a 
license fee of fifty pounds sterling and other 
taxes which were meant to make liquor sales 
commercially impossible. 
The sales tax represented a small fortune and 
since only the wealthy could buy in two gallon 
quantities, the act was in effect prohibition, as 
it was intended to be. Only two licenses were 
taken out in all England during the seven years 
of the life of the law. 
Delving into history of this memorable law and 
the conditions surrounding its enforcement, con­ 
ditions are found that almost parallel our own 
today. Liquor shops were closed but the oper­ 
ators were merely driven to cover, running speak­ 
easies similar to what now exists in America. 
Bootleggers, graft and violence grew up. 
The wets and the drys were at each others 
throats in the law making bodies and the prohi­ 
bition act soon became the issue of the day. A ft­ 
er seven hectic years the law was finally re­ 
pealed in 1743, but a survey in 1749 showed an 
increase in crime, indicating that the dry re­ 
gime apparently had no effect on general law 
violations.

Sheriff Ray Compton was slain 
at noon, October 3, when he, Ed 
Compton, his u ncle who is now 
sheriff, and ¡Depu ty Sid Hu nt 
attempted to serv e a liqu or war­ 
rant at the Webster home, on 
Clev enger’s lane sou th of Ru sh­ 
v ille. 
Webster escaped by ju mping 
from an u pstairs window and 
elu ded posses which scou red the 
cou nty and ' adjacent cou nties 
for sev eral day s. 
Following the shooting, a still 
was fou nd in operation in a shed 
at the rear of the Webster home. 
Mrs. Webster and Fred (Frog­ 
gy ) 
Clev enger, owner of the 
Webster dwelling, were jailed 
u nder bonds of $25,000 each as 
material witnesses.
